Skorsany's oonsootlon with the former German Ihtelllgonee 
Serwlos sesM eertaln, since he keeps up and Improwea his 
oonneotlona vith the SS and the Slcherheltsdlenst. There is 
a certain amount of danger Ih this, since the connections of 
the former Kasi Party msBibera| especially In the SS'and SO 
are wary obscure, and partly extend into the East Zone, In an 
undealrable fashion. Ih an Intelligence sense the new 
enterpriae la not a real Intelligence service’, but rather 
works In’ Skorseny’s c^d area of '*Elhsatstrappen” In Vest 
Germany. On this point they are sharply opposed to the CIC and 
the German Intelllgeim Service, which hold that the setting 
up of such groups In Vest Germany Is both useless and dangerous. 

It is the same with regard to ot^r Comumhlst dominated 
countries where the position Is altogether different than in 
West Germany, for example, the Balkans, Buasla and China. A 
European aervlee of this kind should ooneentfrate 'on 
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Mox^oTerj In Jietting up both "Slnaats" groups and an 
Intelllgenoo serrlbe, thers is tbo danger that they vlll clash 
with each other* 

On Septenber Skorzeny arranged a "political announcement" 
at the house or the former Secretary of State in the' Propaganda 
Klnistry Mr* KamsDa* At this meeting vere present also 
Leo Sohuls of Hamburg^ Dr* Bomemaniii the representative of 
Franke-Orleksch and the textile buyer Lucht* 

On September 7^ Skoraeny held a conference with Colonel 
Huoff on the subject of shift Ihg industrial laboratories to 
Spain or Argentina* Similar negotlatli^ns were earlier under* 
taken with repres^tatlTes of the Otto Wolff group, the Beusoh 
group end the Borgward automobile firm* 

Also during the early daya of September, Skorzeny vent 
to 3ti|j^tgart to call on the S3*Standar.tenfuahrer Harxer* and 
he probably met Col.«Gen* the Waffen-SS Hauser at the same 
house* 

On Hoveaber 15, Skorzony was expected with £*H* ‘ Friester 
in Hamburg, for conversations with Leo Schulz., and a Kurt 
Kluge, Bruenlng*z liaison man. (Hote; Source queatlons this 
.statement of sub-source)*. 

On th^ Spanish side, Sicorseny has been advised that 
SS ha^^ctter stay In Germany, since the Pyrenetes could be 
defendea^h^thout Its help*

Kluge and a certain Daerrko^* The others were trying to 
persuade Dr* Mauss that the PJ^esident of the EXAG In Hamburg, 
General of the Vaffcn*3S was hardly the man for a 

leading post In the V.D.S. Kluge of f ered*> Ekkehard Wange'mann 
of the Huropaelsche-Sozlale Bcvegung as a substitute, a man 
who la closely connected with Pries ter and Leo Schulz*
